Final POWs to leave for U.S. today

Three hospital jets took off from 
Clark Air Base in the Philippines 
Saturday carmng 48 ex-prisoners of 
war to family reunions on "the 
shores of the United States, our 
great country." 
The second day of a three-day 
airlift left 69 POWs still at the Air 
Force hospital at Clark undergoing 
medical tests and paperwork. 
Officials said they hoped to have 
all 69 back home in a four-plane 
series of flights on Sunday, but 
medical problems could hold back 
several of the prisoners. 


The very last known POW, Army 
Capt. Robert Thomas White, 32, of 
Newport News, Va., remained in a 
Viet Cong prison camp somewhere 
in 
Vietnam’s 
southern 
Mekong 
Delta. Officials said he could be 
released Sunday or Monday. 
Maj. Norbert A. Gotner, 37, whose 
wife Ida and a daughter live at 
Sacramento, Calif., led the last 
group of 18, and in an emotional 
speech,said: 
“I think the first colors I saw as 
we were waiting in a bus outside the 
Hanoi airfield at Gia Lam, I saw 


between two buildings the rudder of 
an aircraft ... "I saw three colors, 
red, 
white 
and 
blue

flag 
painted 
on 
the 
freedom plane’s tail). 
"And my heart jumped, because 
the North Vietnamese told us that 
the American public and military 
would not want us back. 
“But we had faith. We knew what 
to expect." 
All but two of 50 men released last 
Wednesday 
at Hanoi by

Vietnam and the Pathet Lao flew 
home Saturday.

Watergate conspirator G. Gordon 
Liddy and granted him immunity 
from further prosecution to force 
him to talk to the grand jury, 
warning him he faces contempt 
charges if he doesn’t cooperate. 


The grand jury began questioning 
Liddy. 
who 
took 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment to all questions last 
week, in the afternoon. 
At the same time. Sirica put off 
until 
June 
15 
sentencing 
for 
coconspirator James W. McCord Jr. 
—clearly to give McCord time to 
complete testimony he began this 
week to a special Senate committee 
investigating the Watergate affair 
and to be interrogated by the grand 
jury. 


Liddy and McCord —the finance 
counsel 
and 
secu rity 
chief 
respectively for President Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign 
— 
were 
convicted Jan. 30 of conspiracy, 
burglary, bugging and wiretapping 
for the raid on Democratic National 
Committee 
headquarters at 
the 
Watergate building last June 17. 
Five other men pleaded guilty to

crimes 
and

—former White House consultant E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. —has already been 
granted immunity by Sirica to force 
his testimony before the grand jury.

Mrs. Rose West, who plans to lead 
a supermarket boycott in Denver, 
called the ceiling "a grandstand 


play." Mrs. Ethel Rosen, top figure 
in a similar drive in Chicago, said, 
"Nixon is freezing prices at the 
highest level they've ever been in 
the history of the country; we are 
still advocating a national boycott."

Herrell DeGraff. president of the 
American Meat Institute, said in 
Chicago, "The new controls will 
bring more problems but not more 
meat to the American consumer. 


"It is very unfair to retailers and 
meat processors who have been 
continuously under controls since 
August, 1971, and whose operating 
profits in handling the nation's meat 
have been sharply reduced ’’

Antiwar activist 
critical of U.S. POWs 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -Antiwar 
activist Tom Hayden Friday labeled 
returning American prisoners of 
war "liars, hypocrites and pawns." 
Hayden, husband of actress Jane 
Fonda, said neither he nor his wife 
felt hurt by statements from the 
returnees 
that 
the 
antiwar 
movement prolonged the war or 
worsened 
conditions 
for 
the 
prisoners. "They were the best- 
treated prisoners in any war in 
histoiy," he said. 
Both Hayden and Miss Fonda 
visited Hanoi during the war. 
"If 
they 
think 
the 
peace 
movement prolonged the war, they 
ought to ask themselves what the 
Pentagon does," Hayden said. 
"I think on the whole, these guys 
are liars, hypocrites and above all, 


pawns of president Nixon," he said. 


"They are liars if they suggest 
that they were abused by the 
Vietnamese. By all accounts, they 
were the best treated prisoners in 
any war in history. 


"They are hypocrites because 
they are trying to pose as heroes 
when they killed many more people 
than they would care to mention," 
Hayden went on. 


"They are pawns because they are 
being used by the President to make 
evil good and black white. They are 
being used to make professional 


killers look like heroes. Nixon is 
turning them into heroes to cover up 
the fact that he really lost the war, 
Hayden said.

Growers say rain won't 
hold up flower field color 


Despite 
late planting, due to 
heavy rainfall, Lompoc Valley’s 
major attraction — the flower fields 
— will produce enough color this 
summer for tourists, according to 
Lompoc’s three major flower seed 
companies. 
"There should be some color at 
Flower Festival time, but it won’t 
be quite as much. The tourists will 
have 
something 
to see," 
Andy 
Learned, production manager at W. 
Atlee Burpee Co., informed the 
Record yesterday. 
Seed companies are one to one- 


and-a-half months behind schedule 
and are only now planting this 
year’s crops. 
Learned explained that "hearty 
annuals" (flowers that can stand 
cold and frost) are being planted at 
the same time as "tender annuals." 
Hearty annuals (California poppies, 
dianthus) are traditionally planted 
in January and February while 
t e n d e r 
a n n u a l s 
( a s t e r s , 
nasturtiums, 
marigolds) 
are 
deposited in March and April. 
However, Sweetpeas, which will 
bloom during the Flower Festival in 


late June, were sowed in December 
by the seed companies. Also, some 
minor planting of hearty annuals 
was done between rain storms. 
"Sweetpeas usually make the 
biggest splash of color at Flower 
Festival tim e,’’ Learned noted. 
He said that many of the valley’s 
1,500 to 2,000 acres of flower fields 
will bloom later than usual this 
year. Consequently, the harvest will 
come later and possibly result in a 
lower yield.

about Robert Wagner s fico 
to the New York Republican 
Party. It is very seldom that 
a poiitician tells a political 
party to go jump in the lake. 
To have said this, more­ 
over, to a political party 
dom inated 
by 
Nelson 
Rockefeller gives not only 
spiritual 
satisfaction, 
but 
causes the flesh to tingle 
with 
delight. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
New 
York 
political 
situation is in chaos. 
Everyone knows how the 
script‘ was to have read. 
Nelson Rockefeller sought 
to accomplish two things. In 
dim inishing 
o rd er 
of 
importance, he sought to 
g u a r a n t e e 
t hat 
John 
Lindsay could not run again 
for mayor of New York, and 
that New York should be 
better governed. To this end 
he made the deal with Alex 
Rose, 
Autocrat 
of 
the 
Liberal Party. Rockefeller 
persuaded 
Rose 
that 
if 
Wagner 
got 
the 
Liberal 
designation and also the 
Republican designation, he 
would almost certainly be 
e l e c t e d 
m a y o r , 
guaranteeing a continuation 
of Liberal patronage in City 
Hall, a weathered hand at 
the helm of City politics, 
and 
a 
mayor 
deeply 
indebted to — Alex Rose and 
Nelson Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller's 
fear 
has 
been that New York might 
re-experience the events of 
1969. On that occasion John 
Lindsay, 
having lost the 
Republican nomination in a 
primary fight, woke up to 
discover, to his delight, a 
conservative Democrat to 
the left of him, and a 
conservative Republican to 
the 
right 
of 
nim. 
This 
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resulted in his winning the 
mayoralty on the Liberal 
line, setting back New York 
City another geological age. 
Now the reason for all this 
intricate 
maneuvering 
is 
that it is altogether possible 
that 
the 
winner 
in 
the 
forthcoming 
Dem ocratic 
primary will be, loosely 
speaking, a conservative. 
There are seven announced 
c o n t e n d e r s 
f or 
t h a t 
nomination. And under the 
new law, 
if the leading 
candidate fails to score as 
high as forty per cent, there 
must be a run-off between 
the top two candidates. The 
acknowledged leader, as of 
the moment, is Abraham 
Beame. Beame is a hard­ 
working professional who 
has lost his patience with 
ideological cant. 


T he 
C o n s e r v a t i v e s , 
meanwhile, have nominated 
Mario Biaggi, a law-and- 
order 
candidate 
in 
the 
tradition of Frank Rizzo of 
Philadelphia. John Marchi, 
th e 
r e s p e c t e d 
a n d 
conservative state senator, 
has not announced that he 
will run for the Republican 
designation, 
which 
can 


hardly be denied to the man 
who beat Lindsay four years 
ago. 
That 
leaves 
the 
L i b e r a l s 
p l e d g e d 
to 
nominate Robert Wagner in 
mid-April. But Wagner is 
not, so far as one can tell, 
pledged 
to 
accept 
the 
Liberal 
designation, 
and 
now that the Rockefeller 
Plan has fallen apart, the 
old enticements re-appear. 


On the one hand Wagner 
may have lost any appetite 
for a race in which he has 
the endorsement of only a 
single party. On the other 
hand the Liberals may feel 
that they have a better 
chance with a John Lindsay, 
a left-liberal, in a contest 
against 
three 
moderate- 
conservatives. 
And, 
of 
course, John Lindsay may 
be persuaded to run yet 
again. To do so and to win, 
and to frustrate the m aster 
plan of Nelson Rockefeller 
is 
satisfaction 
enough. 


Besides, as I think 1 have 
already pointed out, there 
are still parts of New York 
City that function, so Mayor 
Lindsay has unfinished work 
to do. 


Governor Rockefeller has 
a wonderful ho-ho way of 
managing personal defeats, 
a technique he perfected 
after his loss in 1964 to 
Barry Goldwater. But his 
heartiness is likely to be 
synthetic for a little while 
now. he was prepared to 
back, after all, a man whose 
conduct of New York City's 
affairs over twelve years 
Rockefeller denounced in 
1965 
as 
having 
been 
c at as tr ophi c. 
He 
was 
prepared to make a deal 
with the Liberal Party after 
taking 
the 
hi st orical 
position that Third Parties 
should be ostracized. 


He 
s u c c e e d e d 
in 
hum iliating 
his 
closest 
Republican 
a sso c ia te s 
whom he conscripted into 
acting as musclemen for 
Boss Rockefeller's cooption 
of Wagner, whose previous 
political mission on earth 
was to lead, and champion, 
the 
cause 
of 
G eorge 
McGdvern for President in 
New York State. He has, 
presum ably, 
estranged 
Senator John Marchi, who 
w a s 
u n d e r s t a n d a b l y 
outraged at Rockefeller’s 
attem pt to impose a liberal 
D e m o c r a t 
— 
this 
is 
Wagner’s 
self-designation 
— on the Republican Party 
of New York. 


That 
is 
an 
expensive 
package of offenses even for 
Nelson 
R ockefeller 
to 
commit. And no one knows 
better than he that nothing 
succeeds like success. The 
opposite of that maxim is 
that nothing hurts more 
than defeat. He will by lying 
low now for a while, quite a 
while.

Walking into the Los Alamos 
Hotel in Los Alamos, you'd 
rather expect to see Clark Gable 
standing in the lobby or coming 
down the staircase or pushing 
through the bar doors or sitting 
in the dining room. 
Yes, you can almost picture 
him in any of these areas. Gable 
—tall, combed back dark hair, 
impeccably dressed, a neatly 
trimmed mustache, a charming 
smile, gleaming white teeth. 
No hotel could match Gable’s 
masculine charm and elegance, 
but he would have been found in 
a place like the Los Alamos 
Hotel. 
The barroom would serve as a 
perfect set for “The Misfits," 
Gable and Montgomery Clift 
would sit at the 150 year old 
African mahogany bar, which 
came around the Horn in 1914, 
and order beers and talk about 
what they were going to do with 


Marilyn Monroe. 
The long walls are covered 
over in old barn boards and 
decorated 
with 
deer 
heads, 
wash boards, old barn license 
plates, horse shoes and collars, 
and a chicken nest. A wooden 
cigar 
store 
Indian 
princess 
stands against the wall. 
Other areas in the hotel — the 
lobby, 
dining 
room, 
and 
staircase — fit better in various 
scenes

- Gone 
With

Wind." 
Gable 
would 
have 
dinner, with one of his manv 
women in Atlanta, at the center 
dining room table. 
For Gable it would have to be 
a special table. This one is an 
early American dining table 
made of oak and out of which 
protrude swollen faces. Along 
the wall is a matching cabinet 
(with 
Pilgrim 
figures) 
and 
sideboard. 
Hanging overhead are two 
blown glass chandeliers, once 
gas, now electrified. On either

THEY DON'T LOOK cuddly, but tropical fish and related supplies sell 
better than man s best friend.'Lee Paulin has been a tropical fish fancier for 
years and now possesses an extensive collection of show guppies.

It seems that everyday one of man s few comforts in this unstable world 
is removed. For example, it was reported in the L A. Times last week that 
m an’s best friend has been replaced by tropical fish. 
Lassie won’t be coming back. 
A studv of U.S. pet stores indicated that sales of tropical fish and related 
supplies totaled $600 million in 1972. outselling m an’s best friend for the 
first time, by $80 million. 
Tropical fish aren’t as cuddly as old Spot. They can't fetch a stick or warn 
you of approaching visitors. Nor can they comfort you when you're feeling 
sorry for yourself. 
However, tropical fish are a fascinating hobby, according to Lee Paulin. 
1456 Calle Prim era. He raises guppies, a tropical fish native to Trinidad, for 
show. 
“ Tropical fish are the second largest hobby in the world," Paulin states 
with some pride. Stamp collecting is the first. 
Paulin calls himself a tropical fish fancier. In his garage are 41 fish tanks 
containing several types of about a thousand guppies. In his living room are 
many trophies and ribbons won at guppy shows. 
There are also two dogs around the house. 
Earlier this month. Paulin added two new trophies and several ribbons to 
this collection when he won first, second, and third place in guppv 
competition at the Long Beach Hobby Show. 
What guppy hobbyists do. Paulin explains, is to try to control breeding. 
Their objective is to create a pure strain or family of guppies. Pure in that 
the fries grow to look exactly like their mother or father. 
The different strains are distinguished by color Paulin won at the Long 
Beach Hobby Show for his green strain and his blue strain. Other color 
strains include black and half black pastel. 
Representatives from a color strain are entered to show 
“Guppy shows are worldwide." says Paulin, a salesman at (’entrai Coast 
Realty. 
He recounts that last year the Southern California Guppy Association's 
international show drew 1.047 entries from the U.S. and eight foreign 
countries. Some three to five thousand people saw the show 
There are 13 major guppy shows a year in the U.S. Foreign guppy 
hobbyists ship entries to thèse shows, as U.S. hobbyists ship entries to 
foreign shows. 
Paulin. now a four year member of SCGA. has been interested in tropical 
fish since he was six years old. He is the only guppy hobbyist he knows of in 
Lompoc. 
“Guppies are difficult to raise to maturity because they contract the 
same diseases that man does." he says 
However, once they are raised and entered in show they can be sold after 
competition anywhere from $2 to $50 a pair. 
“Guppi es are strictly a hobby. I'm not in it for monetary gam In fact. I go 
in the hole raising them ." Paulin points out - S T

Warren, 20, Mercy Lewis, 19, Susan Sheldon and 
Elizabeth Booth, both 18, Elizabeth Parris, 9, and 
Abigail Williams, 12. 
Nearly every day these girls gathered in a kitchen to 
hear Tituba. an Indian slave, tell stories filled with 
magic, superstition, and witchcraft. But, in Puritan New 
England 300 years ago, listening to such tales was 
forbidden. People believed in witches and demons. 
Later, some of the girls started behaving strangely. 
They frequently did not answer when spoken to. They 
acted nervous and cried without reason, sometimes 
falling into hysterical fits, laughing and crying. They

woke up screaming that they were being pinched and 
pushed by invisible and unknown hands. 
The doctor who examined Elizabeth Parris told her 
father, a minister,“The child is afflicted, minister, and 
it seems to me that it can only be by witchcraft.” 
The doctor’s diagnosis had been a lucky thing for the 
girls. It meant no questions would be asked that might 
lead to a confession of the satanic stories they had 
secretly enjoyed hearing. 
However, the girls had not expected the frightened 
reaction of the villagers. The people immediately 


became terrified that a witch lived among them and was 
purposely 
tormenting 
their 
children. 
Soon 
an 
investigation 
was 
launched 
and 
the 
girls, 
in 
a 
spontaneous moment, 
blamed three local women, 
including Tituba, for bewitching them. The women were 
arrested and tried as witches. 
To this day it is not known exactly why Ann Putnam, 
Elizabeth Hubbard, and the others began accusing so 
many people of witchcraft. Some people they had known 
most of their lives. Appreciation of attention, a prank 
run wild, emotionally unstable children influencing other 
children, fear, guilt, ill will are explanations. It is known 
now that the girls collaborated in their imagined 
afflictions even before the witchcraft trials commenced. 
This is how the infamous Salem witchcraft trials 
began. Less than 12 months later, 150 people had been 
arrested, 32 were tried, 20 executed, otners died in jail, 
one escaped, and five made confessions to secure 
reprieves. Only the accused who denied being in league 
with satan we^e executed. 
No 
one 
was 
safe 
from 
the 
afflicted 
girls’ 
indiscriminate imputations. Rebecca Nurse, a 71 year 
old woman, was accused. During her trial, the young 
girls rolled on the court room floor and howled, as they 
did during other trials. This was done by the afflicted 
girls to demonstrate the influence the accused had over 
them. 
At one point a girl cried out that her neck was being 
broken by Rebecca when she leaned her head to one side. 
Rebbecca, who was ill as well as hard of hearing, 
denied any association with the devil. When the judge 
asked, “ Then how can you sick? Have you no wounds?” 
"I have none but old age," she answered. 
The villagers had hesitated to go and arrest Rebecca 
because of her high reputation; but they took her from 
her sick bed, from her lovely house that stands in the 
countryside today, and, after a trial, hanged her by the 
neck over the long Salem Bay. 
Arthur Miller’s play “ The Crucible", which opens 
Wednesday and plavs again April 5. 6, 7,11, 12,13, and 14 
at Allan Hancock College, is about the Salem witchcraft 
trials. But in Miller's interpretation of this tragic 
historical event the accusers, Ann Putnam and her 
friends, are not the sole villains. —S.T.

Martin quits

BOSTON—(NEA)—The di­ 
rections to Dave Cowens’ 
house read like the directions 
Columbus might have jotted 
for himself on his first voy­ 
age acrrss uncharted seas: 
Try here, try there, a little 
this way, a little that, and 
bingo!, the new world. 


Come off the Mass Pike 
into Weston, about 20 miles 
west of Boston, says Cowens, 
then you go under a railroad 
trestle and around a curve 
and onto a black-top road 
and you’ll run into a wooden 
fence and a dirt driveway 
and some fir trees and that’s 
where I live, in the beach 
house. The address is 164 
Orchard Ave. Well, not quite. 


His rented house has no 
address. The house on the 
hill of a 4 ^ -acre estate has 
the address. On top of that, 
the closest beach is 20-some 
miles away. Cowens lives 
way down the hill alongside 
a large empty pool. The in­ 
vestm ent made for all this 
e x p l o r a t i o n a l informa­ 
tion was a long wandering 
through the woods and a $20 
cab fare. 


The cab eventually sniffed 
out the place and the pas­ 
senger disembarked at the 
foot of the driveway (“I’m 
not driving up there,’’ said 
the cabbie, asserting that the 
s t e e p , rutted and rocky 
driveway with an unwashed 
maroon Chevy at the top was 
the final straw).

Athletes who gain stardom in the Lompoc Valley don’t all 
fade off into obscurity. But getting information on these 
distinguised sports alumnae isn’t always easy. 
Here’s a roundup of recent news about some former local 
standouts: 
FOOTBALL 
Hank Moore Jr., an all-CIF defensive end for Cabrillo 
High in 1967, has signed a contract with the San Francisco 
49ers. Moore, now a sturdy 6-1, 240 pounder who runs the 40 
in 4.7, will try out a linebacker for the Bay club. 
He was drafted after he sat out a year of college ball due 
to a knee operation, and did well at a recent rookie camp, 
according to his father. After Cabrillo, Moore played at 
Antelope Valley JC and then La Verne College, where he 
was all-conference and first-team NAIA regional. 
Two ex-Valley and ex-Hancock stars, Don Willis 
(Cabrillo) and Johnnie Gray (Lompoc) will try their luck at 
major college ball next season. 
Willis is bound for the U of Texas, El Paso on a full 
ride. He averaged 6.2 yards from his fullback spot for 
Hancock last season. He nabbed 158 yards on 11 carries in 
one game. “He’s as quick as any back I’ve ever coached,” 
rates Hancock mentor Barney Eames. 
Gray, who was actually a third-stringer while at Lompoc, 
bloomed at Hancock. He’ll try out for the University of 
Pacific varsity alter a great season at defensive halfback. 
Gray was an all-WSC first team pick last season and he also 
returned punts. Says Eames, “He was probably one of the 
best defensive backs playing junior college ball last year.” 
Last add football: Gunther Cunningham, who graduated 
from Lompoc in 1965, then went to Hancock ana the U. of 
Oregon, was recently named freshman football coach at 
Stanford U. Cunningnam, after a fine playing career at 
Oregon, coached for three years at Oregon at one at 
Arkansas.

BASEBALL 
Jim McKaskle, ex-Lompoc High pitching coach, has 
taken his services to Yavapai Junior College in Prescott, 
Arizona, where he's assistant coach. Several games have 
been snowed out, McKaskle reports. 
“We have nine ballplayers on our roster that have been 
drafted by pro clubs. Some have talent and some don’t.” 
McKaskle also has word of Joe Brooks and Teddy Torres, 
two players from Lompoc CIF championship squad of 1970. 
Both playing at Arizona Western Junior College. 
“Ted is probably the number one or two pitcher among 
Arizona JC’s, and Joe ranks very high among hitters. Ted is 
3-1 on the season and Joe has been averaging two to three 
hits a game. If we had those two here, we would be national 
JC champs.” 


AT HANCOCK 
Closer to home, several ex-Valley stars are performing 
well at Hancock. 
Matt Goodrich (Cabrillo) is playing a hot third base for 
the baseball team (currently undefeated in league play). 
Matt is hiting .428 ( 9-for-21) in league, with two doubles and 
a homer. Rod Townes (Lompoc) is batting .278 overall (10- 
for-36). Dennie Hall (Cabrillo) has a 2-0 record to date (1-0 
in league), with 20 innings and a 3.15 ERA. 
Among the top track and field performers in the Western 
State Conference are former Valleyites Bruce Eiles (7th in 
half-miie, 1:58.6), Cecil Gordon (8th in high hurdles, 15.5), 
and Mike Drouin (5th in pole vault, 14.4V2).
